The pros¬ 
pects now are for somewhat smaller 
receipts following the recent expan¬ 
sion In the movement and from now 
on the growing crop -conditions will 
assume more serious aspects, while 
the economic and political develop¬ 
ments will begin to mature and be 
Xactjrs of a more concrete kind. We 
look for statistics from a domestic 
standpoint to become more bullish 
with moderate receipts.
